The Pto- 
lemy s, too, were sissies in th a t 
respect and consu med large por­ 
tions of it a t their banq u ets. 
Q u intu s Max imu s left a recipe 
for v ery ex cellent ice cream , al­ 
thou gh he m ight hav e called it 
another nam e, and Ju liu s Caes­ 
ar, hardy v eteran th a t he was, 
was not abov e dropping into the 
shop of Pontiu s Pontifex on the 
Via Appian for a generou s help­ 
ing of the icy Stu ff. 
Ju st to keep 
the 
historical 
chain going, Marco Polo fou nd 
ice cream in China as recently 
as 1245 A. D. and not long there­ 
after, possibly abou t 1537, the de- 
licay was introdu ced into France, 
w hich straightw ay coined the 
word “v olia” and stru ck off a 
m edal in honor of the ev ent.

Philadelphia, Au g 11 {IP)— The 
Perseid 
meteors, 
which 
Irish 
peasants called the “Tears of St. 
Lawrence,” partly becau se they 
are shaped like tear drops, will 
be seen by the hu ndreds tonight 
in their annu al “shower.” 
Away from city lights, and 
where skies areSrery clear, these 
m eteors can be seen a t rates of 
any w here from a dozen to 50 
an hou r after 11 p. m. They are 
fast-4 0 miles a second—so th a t 
their streak of light across the 
sky is seen only by persons who 
happen to be looking directly u p­ 
ward before the m eteor appears. 
A stronomers w ant a million 
lay m en to cou nt these m eteors 
by the hou r tonight. The cou nts 
shou ld be mailed to Professor 
Charles P. Oliv er, of the Flower 
observ atory , Upper Darby , Pa. 
This simple cou nting of m e­ 
teors m ay be an aid to solv ing 
w hether the u niv erse is y ou th­ 
fu l and growing, or ancient and 
dy ing. 
Newton, from observ ing 
one 
of 
the 
great 
my steries, 
meteors, su ggested th a t it is 
y ou thfu l and meteors are bits of 
m atter fly ing abou t to bu ild new 
worlds. 
The other interpretation is 
th a t 
they 
are 
fragm ents 
of 
worlds which hav e been de­ 
stroy ed. 
Cou nting them accu rately and 
observ ing their directions has 
resu lted in the following facts 
to date: 
1—Pereids are all grain of 
du st size. 
2—They trav el in an elliptical 
orbit arou nd the su n. 
3—It takes them abou t 108 
y ears to make one circu it. 
4—Their orbit is billions of 
miles long and “stands on its 
head” w ith reference to the 
earth ; th a t is, they come down 
nearly perpendicu larly 
toward 
the plane of the e arth ’s orbit. 
5—They seem to be a contin- 
u ou s* stream , 
15,000,000 
miles 
wide, w ith a concentration near 
the center abou t three million 
miles wide. 
6 —The 
earth 
cu ts 
throu gh 
this stream ev ery su m m er and 
has been doing so for more th an 
1000 y ears. 
7 —Cou nting 
and 
observ ing 
the Perseids -gav e astronom ers 
their first definite ev idence th a t 
m eteors’ stream s are somehow 
related to comets. I t is su spected 
the stream s are fragm ents of 
broken comets.

NEWLY ERECTED POLE 
o r POWER COMPANY 


' CAUSED PUNE CRASH 


D ay tona Bach, Fla., Au g. 11 (A>) 
—A power pole was th e center of 
an inv estigation today into the 
crash of an Eastern 
Airlines 
plane th a t killed fou r persons. 
The plane, a Chicago-M iami 
passenger ship, sm ashed into the 
pole ju st before dawn y esterday 
and div ed into a palm etto ham ­ 
mock. Fou r persons were inju red 
in the wreck, first m ajor accident 
in Eastern Airlines history . 
First to claim inv estigators’ a t­ 
tention was the story of Peter 
Dy gert, airport m anager, th a t the 
pole was erected near the end of 
the ru nw ay du ring the night 
w ithou t notice to airport offi­ 
cials. He said neither he nor S tu ­ 
a rt G. Dietz, pilot of the plane 
who died in the wreck, knew of 
the power line’s ex istence. 
Officials of the Florida Power 
and Light company , whose em ­ 
ploy es erected the pole, hu rried 
here y esterday bu t none of them 
was av ailable for comment. 
In addition to Dietz, th e dead 
were Robert R. Reed, co-pilot, 
and two passengers, J. T riana, 
Mex ico City , and J. H. Phillpotts, 
Kingston, Jam aica. 
Of the fou r inju red, only Fred 
H. Thompson, Greenv Ule, S. C., 
rem ained in critical condition, 
He still was u nconsciou s early 
today . 
Of the others, Stew ard B riant 
Merrill, was “only fair” w ith in­ 
ternal inju ries and broken ribs, 
and C. W. Du nlap, a passenger, 
whose hip was frac tu re d / was

Legg said the two flourished a 
gun in the sleepy jailor’s face and 
forced him to lead them to Mc­ 
Intosh’s cell.

them in their car, and left him 
on the highway about three miles 
from M arietta.

M cIntosh, 
who had serv ed a term in Alca­ 
traz, near San Francisco, for kid­ 
naping, was in the Cobb county 
jail aw aiting a chain gang camp 
assignm ent from the prison com­ 
mission.

In 19 17, when produ cers got on e dollar for 
m ak in g goods, ov erhead people got an other dol­ 
lar for the v ariou s serv ices leadin g u p to the 
sale of goods to the con su mer, say s Professor 
W alter R au ten schau ch of Colu mbia. Bu t in 19 32, 
when produ cers got on e dollar, ov erheaders got 
$2.30. 
In creases in distribu tion cost occu r n atu rally 
as an in du strial civ ilization dev elops, more m a­ 
chin e-m ade goods are u sed, an d the sy stem n e ­ 
cessary to brin gin g goods to people scattered 
abou t a great n ation becomes more in v olv ed. 
Bu t it is essen tial to the well-bein g of the peo­ 
ple tha t these in creases be restricted as m u ch as 
possible, an d ov erhead costs between produ cer 
an d con su mer be held to the m in imu m. 
Yet 
there has been a v eritable rash of legislation 
lately whose in ev itable resu lt wou ld be to in ­ 
crease the bu rden of ov erhead, an d widen the 
cost spread from farm to factory to home an d 
place of bu sin ess. 
This legislation tak es v ariou s forms. 
Some 
pen alizes large-scale 
m erchan disin g 
practices 
which redu ce ov erhead charges to the v an ishin g 
poin t, an d throws the protection of the law abou t 
the middleman , ev en thou gh in some cases he 
may be in efficien t an d serv e n o n ecessary pu r­ 
pose. 
O ther laws pen alize low-cost retail dis­ 
tribu tion agen cies, su ch as the chain stores, an d 
thu s, in effect, place a prem iu m on waste an d 
a bu rden on efficien cy . Still other laws legalize 
price-fix in g, an d en able m an u factu rers to re­ 
fu se to sell to retailers who will n ot charge an 
arbitrary price for trade-m ark ed produ cts, ev en 
thou gh tha t price en tails an ex cessiv e profit 
for the retailer. 
High prices m ean less spen din g, less sale for 
goods, less employ men t. Fair, competitiv e prices 
m ean in creasin g in du strial ex pan sion , employ ­ 
m en t an d con su mption . 
If all u n its of gov ern ­ 
m en t wou ld adopt a policy design ed to k eep com­ 
petition open in all m erchan disin g lin es, an d to 
en cou rage the efficien t an d 
econ omical 
dis­ 
tribu tor, ev ery family in the lan d wou ld reap 
the ben efits—an d so wou ld ev ery farm er, an d 
ev ery efficien t produ cer. 


CONGRESS CAN SERVE T ||E COUNTRY 
The n ation al adm in istration realizes tha t the 
tax on u n distribu ted corporate earn in gs has 
been a failu re, said R epresen tativ e Em an u el Cel- 
ler, Democrat, of New York , recen tly . 
“It was passed as a rev en u e-raisin g m easu re,” 
he said, “an d as we all k n ow all it accomplished 
was to force corppration s to deplete their re­ 
serv es. The gov ern m en t got v irtu aliy n o in come 
from it, an d bu sin ess was harm ed.” 
Con gressman Celler has in trodu ced a m easu re 
to am en d the tax , an d if the adv ice of qu alified 
ex perts is followed it will be passed this session . 
L. H. Park er, treasu ry au thority on tax ation , has 
poin ted ou t tha t his departm en t has receiv ed 
a v ast am ou n t of correspon den ce com plain in g of 
the effects of the tax —an d tha t alm ost all of 
it has come from small, n ot large, corporation s 
which fou n d tha t the tax m ade it n ex t to im ­ 
possible for them to ex pan d their plan ts an d 
bu ild u p fin an cial reserv es. 
Sen ator Harrison , 
chairm an of the Sen ate Fin an ce Committee, has 
ex pressed him self in fav or of tax rev ision to giv e 
relief to debt-ridden corporation s, an d to en ­ 
cou rage plan t m odern ization an d rebu ildin g. The 
late Sen ator Robin son , m ajority leader, spok e on 
behalf of m odification of the law so tha t in v est­ 
m en ts in n ew en terprises wou ld be en cou raged. 
Secretary M orgen thau , in a letter to the presi­ 
den t con cern in g tax policies, 
said 
tha t tax 
chan ges shou ld be m ade in order to remov e in ­ 
equ ities an d aid in du stry . 
Jesse Jon es, chair­ 
m an of the RFC, declared tha t he wou ld “lik e 
to see an am en dm en t to this act tha t wou ld en ­ 
cou rage ex pen ditu res for m odern ization of all 
character; 
for replacem en t of plan t, m achin ery , 
equ ipm en t,” etc. 
Probably n o item on the con gression al calen ­ 
dar wou ld do so m u ch to en cou rage bu sin ess, 
to in crease spen din g power, an d to prov ide n ew

em ploy m en t as Mr. Celler’s 
bill to modify the u n distribu ted earn in gs tax . 
Con gress will do the cou n try a m ajor serv ice 
if it passes the m easu re this session , thu s en ­ 
cou ragin g n ew job-creatin g ex pen ditu res.

He retired in Ju ne, 19 36 , after 
the long est term of serv ice of 
any Indiana u niv ersity official.

M. Clifford Townsend said 
“He was a fine man and a man 
of fine character.” 
Dr. William Lowe Bry an, p resi­ 
dent emeritu s of the u niv ersity , 
said, “He was modest, u nobtru ­ 
siv e, tactfu l, carefu l of the feel­ 
ing s of all with whom he dealt. 
Bu t a man who told friend or 
enemy the hard, u nv arnished 
tru th.” 
Crav ens was born on a farm in 
Hendricks cou nty . He was g rad­ 
u ated from Central Normal col­ 
leg e at Danv ille in 1884 and be­ 
came an editor of the Danv ille 
Gazette. He receiv ed the bach­ 
elor of arts deg ree from Indiana 
in 189 7. Later he receiv ed a mas­ 
ter of arts deg ree. 
He became the y ou ng est school 
su p erintendent in the state when 
he took charg e of Monroe cou n- 


ty schools in 1887. In 189 9 he 
help ed fou nd the Blooming ton 
World. 
He serv ed in the state leg is­ 
latu re from 189 9 to 19 02, rep re­ 
senting Monroe and Brown cou n­ 
ties. He was on the Democratic 
state committee from 19 16 to 
19 18. 
He became reg istrar in 189 5 
and was made secretary in 19 15, 
working with the u niv ersity tru s­ 
tees.
